In the April 4, 2019 edition of the 
Belleville-Area Independent you me a 
headline on your front 
page that stated “City 
of Romulus accused of 
stealing court money 
to cover its payroll.” 
Had you taken the time 
to reach out to myself 
or my administration, 
and checked the facts, 
prior to writing such a 
harmful, defamatory 
article, you would have 
realized that the statements and accusations 
regrettably made by uninformed employees 
of the 34th District Court were made due 
to opposition to a potential cost share 
beginning July 1, 2019 for healthcare for 
all employees of the City, consistent with 
State Public Act 152, a practice followed by 
a majority of our neighboring communities 
and similarly in the public sector across 
the region. 

Over the years, the City of Romulus, 
business community and our residents 
have had a great collaborative relationship 
with our Belleville community partners. 
The City, businesses and residents support 
many of your local businesses, including 
many of those who advertise in your paper. 

How unfortunate that you chose to 
lead with an inaccurate headline, without 
verification of facts. There are a lot 
of great things going on in Romulus, 
many in collaboration with the City of 
Belleville. Including the upcoming 6th- 
annual Mayors’ Ball hosted by myself 
and Mayor Conley again this year in the 
City of Belleville. This annual event raises 
funds donated entirely to the Romulus 
and Belleville Donahey Boys and Girls 
Clubs, a much needed resource in both of 
our communities. That would have been a 
great story to run about our community and

You indicated in an article in the April 
11, 2019 edition of the Belleville-Area 
Independent that you planned to view the 
Romulus City Council meeting of April 8, 
2019. I hope that you are true to your word, 
as I presented facts to our City Council and 
viewing audience under my April 8, 2019 
report to City Council. Should you view the 
meeting, you will hear the facts presented 
by City Attorney Steven Hitchcock and 
myself. Factual data about the financial 
relationship between the City of Romulus 
and the 34th District Court. If you have not 
yet viewed the meeting, I implore you to 
review the meeting on YouTube: https:// 
youtu.be/y800pTf5 1FE?t=794 . 

Let me be clear -- the City of Romulus 
has conducted all financial transactions 
in accordance with the 1998 agreement 
between the City of Romulus, Township 
of Sumpter, Township of Van Buren, 
Charter Township of Huron and the City of 
Belleville. 

Further, the City of Romulus has received 
and accounted for funds from the 34th 
District Court in accordance with the 
July 27, 2016 MOU (memorandum of 
understanding) with the 34th District Court 
as well as the August 27, 2017 revised 
MOU with the 34th District Court drafted 
when it was determined that the 34th 
District Court project would be a newly 
constructed building on the municipal 
complex rather than a renovation of the 
current building. Both the 2016 and 2017 
MOUs address the process for accounting 
of the funds and the terms were agreed 
upon by both the Court and the City. 

As stated in my press release of April 9, 
2019, in 2018 auditing firm Plante Moran 
gave Romulus the highest, unqualified 
audit opinion. To publicly state otherwise, 
as you chose to do without information is 
dangerous and demeaning to the City of

Fallen Tiger wall in front of Belleville 
High School almost completed

A memorial wall to hold the names of 
students who died during their school 
years in the Van Buren Public Schools 
is almost completed and the district is 
accepting applications for the Fallen Tiger 
Commemorative Wall. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
board of education, School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak explained that the wall is being put 
up in the northeast corner of the property at 
Belleville High School and will carry 4”x6” 
plaques with the names of the deceased 
students that are nominated. However they 
died, if they are Van Buren students in any 
grade, they will qualify, he said. There will 
be no charge to the families for the plaques. 

There also will be two orange and black 
benches put up next to the wall, paid for by 


Waste Management and made from plastic 
bottle caps collected by student Marina 
Gerick in her Benches for Belleville 
project. 

Supt. Kudlak said memorials serve an 
important function in the grieving and 
healing process. They recognize and 
honor the deceased, the survivors, and the 
community members who supported them. 

He said it all started when he was 
approached by parent Tony Spitznagel 
and his daughter Faith who wanted to 
honor Savion Robinson, who died in a fire 
in December 2015 after helping family 
members escape the blaze. Savion would 
have been graduating from BHS this year 
and they wanted a memorial up before 
graduation. Other schools have such 
memorials for students.

Sumpter Twp. won’t pay before getting answers on audio/video system

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously at its regular meeting 
April 9 to have the vendor for its new 
audio/visual system, Elon, come talk about 
all the problems before they pay him. 
Discussion on the system started 
with former Treasurer Peggy Morgan’s 
comments at the end of the work/study 
session. 

“Two weeks ago the board meeting was 
not live or televised,” said Morgan. “With 
this high-tech, quality system we have, 
why isn’t it being shown?” 

Trustee Tim Rush, who took over 
responsibility for the system after it started 
having problems, said he was told the next 
day that the meeting wasn’t shown. 

“It was a glitch,” Trustee Rush said. 
“Stuff happens.” 

“The last board meeting wasn’t shown,” 
Morgan said, adding she was told she 
couldn’t get a DVD of the meeting, but 
Police Chief Eric Luke could download the 
meeting from the surveillance tape. 

“The video recorder is not compatible 
with the system,” Rush said. 

“And, tonight we have no sound,” she 
said of the sound system in the board room. 

Rush said that was because the amplifier 


blew up. It’s no good, he said. He said the 
meeting, however, is being recorded with 
sound, but is not being cablecast live. He 
said the meeting is being played four times 
a day for four weeks. 

“Why didn’t you ask these questions 
when you voted for this system?” Rush 
asked of Morgan. 

Morgan replied that the system was first 
supposed to be $30,000 and then it came 
back as $62,000. 

“If I was sitting on this board, I’d be 
pissed,” she said. “He never came to give 
the board an explanation. 

“How pathetically sad,” Morgan said. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said the board 
asked them to come before the board and 
answer questions before the township paid, 
or to write a letter. 

“I’m just one board member, but that’s 
what I requested,” Trustee Oddy said. 

“At a bare minimum that’s what he should 
do,” Trustee Don LaPorte said. 

“One of you should make a motion that 
he should not be paid,” Morgan said. 

“As committee chairman, until the 
committee signs off on it, there’s not going 
to be any check written,” Rush said. 

“Will you make a motion?’ Morgan 
asked and Rush replied, “No problem.” 

Oddy also said he had no problem with 


that and Trustee LaPorte added, “No 
problem.” 

Treasurer Ken Bednark said maybe the 
board should get some concessions on this. 

Oddy said he would make the motion 
during the meeting to have the vendor 
come in to explain before getting a check. 

Morgan also commented on Deputy Clerk 
Dawn Hadyniak’s seat back in the corner, 
behind the board and against the wall. She 
said when Hadyniak was gone and Deputy 
Supervisor Karen Armatis took minutes at 
the budget hearing, Armatis sat up front at 
the board table. 

“Now Dawn is back there and I can 
hardly see her,” Morgan said. “It looks like 
she’s sitting in the naughty chair.” 

Clerk Esther Hurst said Deputy Hadyniak 
chose to sit there and it’s easier for Armatis 
to sit at the board table to get the motions. 

At the regular meeting, the board: 

e Heard Armatis introduce Jeff Lomanic, 
Jr., his father Jeff, Sr., two helpers and a 
daughter. Armatis said they made the 
new board table which has been installed. 
Supervisor John Morgan said, “We think 
you did a great job.” Trustee Rush said 
there is a lot of room for his legs now. 
Lomanic, Jr. thanked his father for doing 
the design. “He helped a lot,” Lomanic, Jr. 
said, and the audience applauded; 


e Heard Ken Kunka, head of the water 
and sewer department, give a report on 
how the water bills are determined and 
what happens when residents become 
delinquent. Supervisor Morgan said the 
auditors tell the township to keep the 
delinquency rate down. When Trustee 
Oddy asked what other options besides 
payment plans do the township residents 
have to avoid shutoffs, Kunka said they 
don’t have any listed in their office now. 
Oddy said he would like to see a list of 
options for people who are facing shutoffs, 
such as other programs to help. Kunka said 
there have been about 10 shutoffs in the last 
six months. “Can I ask about his report?” 
asked Peggy Morgan, and Supervisor 
Morgan said, “No. We can’t do that”; 

e Heard Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke give his monthly report 
and advised residents to keep their houses 
and garages locked since when the weather 
breaks there is an uptick in property crime. 
When asked about numbers to call for 
suicide prevention, Chief Luke said he’s 
had it posted on the website for five weeks. 
He said in the last three to four weeks, 
Sumpter has had two to three suicides. He 
said he has asked people to share the help 
lines on social media. “Maybe someone

VBT Board OKs 
E. Huron River Dr. 
route for Iron Belle 


It wasn’t easy, but after a very long 
discussion on Monday and more discussion 
on Tuesday, the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees approved the controversial 
eastern route of the Iron Belle Trail through 
the township. 

It will be going down E. Huron River 
Drive as first suggested last year, although 
a handful of residents along that route have 
objected. That link goes from the City of 
Belleville to the Metropark. 

An option to take the bicycle/pedestrian 
trail down Martinsville Road to Savage to 
the ITC power lines and south to Bemis 
and then to the Metropark was vehemently 
opposed by residents of Country Pond 
subdivision at Monday’s meeting. Twenty 
people spoke against that route, although it 
hadn’t been recommended because of the 
cost. 

The Iron Belle Trail runs from Belle Isle in 
Detroit to Ironwood in the Upper Peninsula 
and the VBT/Belleville segment was a 
missing link in the route. 

At Monday’s work/study meeting, Phillip 
Miller of VBT, with property in the City of 
Belleville, said it is an honor to the township 
to have the trail go through and it should be 
promoted. 

After hours and hours of discussion, the 
route was approved and now grant money 
can be utilized for the project. If those 
grants can be finalized and route obstacles 
overcome by engineers, it’s expected to 
take six or seven years to build through the 
township. Welcome, Iron Belle.

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School Supt. Kudlak presents his 
first State of the District address

Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Pete Kudlak gave an hour-long State of the 
District address during Monday’s regular 
school board meeting. It was his first since 
becoming superintendent. 

The address was held in the Belleville 
High School Auditorium in hopes the 
address would draw a big crowd. About 60 
were in attendance. 

Supt. Kudlak used the large screen in 
the front of the auditorium to illustrate 
his comments on the history of education, 
what’s going on now, and what the future 
may be in education. He told about the 
present status and scores in the district. 

He spoke about many things, including 
the upcoming November ballot proposal 
that will ask taxpayers to continue to pay 
the 2.98 mills for the BHS construction 
bonds instead of having the tax reduced to 
2.35 mills, which can be done now that the 
bonds have been refinanced. 

He said if voters approve this “net zero 
increase bond,” the district would gain 
more than $25 million and would be able 
to build a new Early Childhood Center on 
the property recently purchased from St. 
Anthony Catholic Church. He noted they 
recently closed on the purchase of the 11 
acres. 

He said they need to have more students 
in preschool to begin their educations and 
could add a special education preschool 
and additional tuition programs for 3- and 
4-year-olds. Also, infant and toddler rooms 
could be added. 

At the end of his long presentation, Supt. 
Kudlak said, “I love to talk about this” and 
invited anyone interested in discussing 
any of his comments to contact him at 
pkudlak @vanburenschools.net or call him 
at 697-9123. 

He also offered to address any groups 
who want to discuss education and the Van 
Buren Public Schools. 

In other business at the two-hour-and-16- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved contracts for the Tyler 
Elementary School boiler replacement. 


The contract for mechanical services went 
to Mechanical System Services, Corp. for 
$229,207.86 and the contract for electrical 
services went to Allied Building Service for 
$10,348, along with a contingency budget 
of $60,444 for a total amount of $300,000 
from the sinking fund. They were the low 
bidders of six. The work will be done this 
summer by cutting through the roof as it 
was done last year at Savage Elementary; 

e Approved a contract to replace the soffits 
at Tyler and Savage schools for a total 
cost of $383,940. Low bidder was Allied 
Building Service Company of Detroit, 
Inc. for both the architectural renovation 
services and the electrical renovation 
service for the project in the amount of 
$349,037 and a construction contingency 
of $34,903 to be paid from sinking funds. 
DTS Contracting withdrew its bid of 
$202,530 and Davenport was high bidder 
at $490,642. This project had not been 
scheduled, but last fall a large section of the 
soffit at Savage was found on the ground 
and in investigating the cause they found 
deficiencies in other places. They decided 
to replace all fascia and soffits to alleviate 
future problems and safety concerns; 

e Approved purchase of hot well 
equipment for McBride from Stafford- 
Smith for $21,477.51, the lowest of 
three quotes, from the Food Service fund 
balance. Food Service Supervisor Karen 
Waller said all the equipment being 
replaced was purchased in the 1960s and 
cannot be repaired. She said four of the 
ten wells are not heating as required by the 
Health Dept. Also purchased were two new 
cash register stands and a stainless-steel 
condiment table; 

e Approved the tentative union agreement 
with the Van Buren Education Association 
for about 300 teachers. The VBEA 
signed the contract March 21. The short- 
term agreement, good until the end of 
this calendar year, is the first increase in 
salaries since 2007. The representative 
of the VBEA said it’s a fair agreement 
and “neither side is completely happy, 
which shows it is a good agreement.”

Romulus, our employees, the community 

we serve and our Belleville neighbors. 

In your April 11, 2019 edition of the 
Belleville Independent, you included 
an article mentioning a recent Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees’ meeting 
which included statements made in the 
letter received by Sumpter Township from 
the Judges of the 34th District Court dated 
March 27, 2019. By her own admission 
to our legal counsel following release of 
the letter, Judge Green has confirmed that 
the letter to the other four communities 
is incorrect. While I fully understand that 
the healthcare cost share of employees is 
a passionate subject for all involved, it 
was a decision not made in haste. Multiple 
meetings over the last two years were 
held with City staff, and additionally 
with the Chief Judge and Judge Oakley 
regarding the financial health of the 
City and proposed changes to employee 
healthcare. I requested to meet with Court 
employees personally and to include their 
employees with meetings I scheduled with 
City staff. Although the Judges were aware 
of the plan, I was not given opportunity 
to share the facts with their employees. 
I stand by my recent statements that the 
comments of the employees and judges at 
the March 25, 2019 City Council meeting 
and the inaccurate letter that was sent to 
the four communities of the 34th District 
Court dated March 27, 2019 was in direct 
retaliation to the action taken by City 
Council regarding employee healthcare. 

I am left to no other conclusion. As 
previously stated, the City of Romulus has 
conducted business in accordance with 
1998 District Funding Unit agreement 
with the four other communities of the 
34th District Court. At no time during the 


drafting of the 2016 or 2017 MOUs with the 
34th District Court for construction of the 
new court facility was there any question 
of how the funds were being recorded 
or requested by the 34th District Court. 
Finally, City Auditors have confirmed 
there is no question of any funds. 

The City of Romulus remains proud to be 
the host community for the 34th District 
Court. With that responsibility given to 
our community in the 1998 community 
agreement and subsequent MOUs for 
construction of the Court, the City also 
retains the risk for the maintenance, 
financing and operation of the 34th District 
Court. 

In the days ahead, we are working 
with the four communities to address the 
unfortunate verbal and written accusations 
by the employees and Judges of the 34th 
District Court with the four communities 
they serve. It is also my intention to 
continue to work with the 34th District 
Court as I and my administration always 
have -- in harmony. As stated in my April 
9, 2019 press release, I am proud of the 
plans for the new building. 

The recent actions of the 34th District 
Court, and falsehoods printed in your 
paper, have damaged the community and 
our employees. Romulus will continue to 
do its part to be a good community partner 
-- Task you to do your part -- print the 
facts and publish a retraction of your April 
4, 2019 article in the same place in the 
Belleville-Area Independent as the original 
article. I have attached the press release 
again for your reference as well as a full 
packet of information compiled by our City 
Attorney with copies of all the agreements 
as well as the letter sent out by the Court 
Judges. Thank you.

Michigan Aviation Hall of Fame 


Legendary drag racer and air freight 
magnate Conrad “Connie” Kalitta was 
enshrined in the Michigan Aviation Hall of 
Fame on Saturday, April 13. 

Kalitta, of Belleville, received the high 
honors for his accomplishments and 
contributions to aviation in ceremonies 
at the Air Zoo, in Portage, MI. He is the 
sole owner of Kalitta Air based at historic 
Willow Run Airport. 

The award was accepted by Corey Kalitta 
on behalf of his grandfather. 

Yankee Air Museum wrote the application 
and it was submitted by six of its highly 
esteemed members who are also Hall-of- 
Famers, including Yankee Air Museum 
Board Chairman Ray Hunter. 

“Connie’s background and credentials 
as a pilot, innovator and businessman 
presented a very strong nomination,” said 
Hunter. “One need only to look around the 
Kalitta Air facilities at Willow Run and 
Oscoda-Wurtsmith airports to know he is 
a titan of aviation.” 

Connie Kalitta first learned to fly in the 
mid-1960s with Bud Dodge who ran a 
charter operation. By 1967, when he was 
28 years of age, Connie had earned his 
multi-engine commercial rating and began 
his own highly specialized, on-demand, 
cargo flights on board his Cessna 310. 
His client, Ford Motor Company, needed 
to keep production lines flowing and 
traditional air cargo haulers were not fast 
enough. Kalitta’s operations could deliver 
needed material in a matter of hours. 

Kalitta grew his aviation business from 
American International Airways, Inc. to 
Kitty Hawk and ultimately into Kalitta Air, 
LLC in 2000. He is a self-made man and 
one of the truly rare people in the annals of 
aviation who has been able to take the art 
and science of flying and have it transcend 
personal pleasure to stratospheric 
entrepreneurial eminence. He is the 
consummate team builder and for all of his 
achievements, he is incredibly modest. 

Kalitta’s biography is a body of work 
celebrated in “first-ever” accomplishments, 
championships, records and corporate 
achievement. A man of few words,

his story is best told by the countless 
loyal employees in the Kalitta family 
of businesses who have grown with 
him through decades of experience and 
hard work. His genius is his attention to 
detail, likening everything to a chain and 
always strengthening the weakest link. His 
leadership inspires this same focus and 
innovation in everyone on team Kalitta. In 
all things, he is a competitor and a winner. 

Kalitta is a champion National Hot Rod 
Association top fuel racer and Lifetime 
Achievement Award recipient.
